‘'T’HE Letter from the new Elected Burgoma- 
‘ fters, and Council: of. the Town of Aern- 
“hem, dated July 25; the Letter of the Bftates of 
‘ the Diftrid&t of Veluwe, dated Aug. 8; and the 
*Lewer of the Eftares of the County of Zutphen, 
‘dated Aug. 17'; all of this Year 1703 5 relatipg 
‘to the prefent diffentions among the Members and 
‘ Regents of andsin the Province of Gelder, men- 
‘ tion’d in the.Minutes of the 27th of July, the 11th 
‘ of Auguft laft, and the 3d of this prefent Month 
‘ of September ; being. all duly confider’d : Ie is 
‘judg’d expedient, that a Reprefentation fhall be 
‘made in Writing to the Court of Gelderland, That 
‘their High Mightineffes by their Letters of the 
‘29th of May, and the 20th of July laft, having 
‘ offer’d the continuation of their good Offices. to- 
‘wards removing and quieting the Difcontents and 
‘ Divifions, which to the prejudice of the Publick 
‘Weal of thefe Provinces, are rifen in Gelderland, 
‘and efpecially in the Towns within the Diftricts of 
‘ Nimmegen and Veluwe, did with great reafon well 
* hope cad expect,that thofe their offers and good will, 


‘ by their interpofition and kind Offices to unite the | 


‘ contending Parties and reftore needful Quiet and 
‘ Harmony, would have been accepted by the’one as 
‘ well as by the other of the diffenting Parties, and 
‘ that fuicable regard would have been had to them ; 
‘Bur That their High Mightineffes to their great 
‘ Grief of Heart have been given to underftand, that 
‘ their well-meant Offers are not yet accepted by one 
‘ of the Parties ;.. That their High Mightineffes hav- 
‘ ing no other View, than the Welfare of the State in 
‘ general, and of the Province of Gelder in particu- 
‘lar, could be content to let this matter reit, were 
* not the Publick Weal interefted in it, but That the 
‘whole State is highly concern’d, that Peace and 
‘Union fhould be re-eftablifh’d in the above-men- 
‘ tion’d. Province, to the end it may be in a fit con- 
‘dition, purfuant to the obligation which the conte- 
‘ derated Provinces are under each to other, to con- 
‘cur and contribute to whatever the wellfare and 
‘ fupport of the common Country requires ; That it 
‘is demonftrable, that by reafon of the Differences 
‘and Difcontents, which continue and daily in- 
‘ creafe in the above-mention’d Province, and in the 
‘ Towns of the Diftricts of Nimmegen and Veluwe, 
‘ the fame is not in that fit condition ; That no plain- 


‘ et Proof of this need be given, than this, that the 
‘ faid Province has not of a long time, in any Affair, 
* (of how great importance foever in it felf, and how 
* preffing foever the occafion has been,) been brought 
“to concur, in the Affembly of their High Mighti- 
nefles, in _paffing expedient Refolutions ; and that 
‘ the faid Province has paid much lefs than its due 
‘€ Quota into the Hands of the Receiver General, 
* how earneft Demands foever have been made, and 
‘ how urgent and notorious foever the neceflity of 
‘ contributing in fair proportion to the publick 
‘ charge has been; That if things are fufter’d to 
‘ continue as they are, nothing better isto be ex- 
* pected, fecing the Divifions are run to that heighth 
‘ that no more orderly Meetings of the Eftates of 
* Gelderland can be held, by reafon of which that 


Province cannot as it ought either concur in iving 


‘ advice, or contribute in furnifhing means, for the 
‘ neceflary Defence of the State, and for maintaining 
* the common and general Weal ; Thar their High 
* Mightineffes will not ar prefent enter into the in- 
* quiry, which of the contending Partics is in the 
* right or wrong, choofing rather to fulpend their 
* Judgment, Yet this being apparent, that things can- 


** nor fubfift on the Foot they now ftand, but muft 


‘ fall from bad to worfe, and the faid Province be 


_£ rendred utterly uncapable of contributing to the 


fupport»of the’ Publick, their High Mightineffes 
* deem the re-eftablifhing of Peace and Union in the 
* aboye-mention’d Province, to be abfolutely and in- 
‘ difpenfibly neceflary ; That Union is the Bafis on 
‘ which the State. was erected, and, under God's Gra- 


£ cious Bleffing, the only one on which ir can ftand ; 


‘ among, the Members of the general Confederacy, 
* bur likewife among all the Members of each Pro- 
‘ vince, principally in fuch a time as this, when the 
* State is involv’d in fo heavy a War, on the Succefs 


* of which the fure Eftablifhment or Downfall of the © 


* Republick, its Liberty, its Religiof, all that Men 
‘ fhould Value, wholly depend. That ’tis nor fuffi- 
* cient that Peace and Union may be found in this or 
‘ that Town, among fuch as are all of this or that 
* Party, while Difcord and Conterition between the 
* Members of the Province, and among the Regents 
‘of the Diftridts of Nimmegen and Veluwe, 
‘ appear daily by their Kffects ; That their High 
‘ Mightineffes with nothing more than that thefe Dif 
* fentions had not rifen, or when rifen had without 
* their Interpofition been quieted ; But thar this not 
‘ having happen’d, and the Mifchiefs proceeding ‘from 
‘ them multiplying daily, their High Mightineffes, 
‘ as reprefenting the whole Body, of which the Pro- 


* vince of Gelder is a Limb, in Virtue of the Union, . 


‘ and the obligation arifing from ir, conceive they are 
* bound, by all good Offices, by friendly, and among 
* the Confederates ufual, Methods of Perfwafion and 


‘ Admonition, to labour to reftore Peace and Har. © 


‘ mony, among the Members, and Regents, of and in 

* the above-mention’d Province and Towns, and to 

that end have fent Letrers into the faid Province ; 
‘ That, to their great Grief, thofe Letters having not 

* had the wifh’d for Effect, they now defire, and by 

* thefe Prefents this third time earneftly intrear, on 

* fome 


‘and that this Union muft be kept up not only © 
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‘ fome Deputies of the difagreeing Parties, amd of 
thofe that are interefted‘in the Alterations made in 
‘ the Magiftracy, may be fent hither, the fooner the 
* better, foe the End mention’d in thelHigh Mighti- 
‘ neffes former Letters, namely, to be perfwaded and 
> #induc’d by their High Mightineffes, or by fuch 
« Gentlemen as their High Mightineffes fhall appoint, 
« ro terminate their Differences by an amicable Con- 
« ference and Agreement, or to refer them to the De- 


‘ cifion of any one of the Judges, or to the Ar- - 


¢ bitration of any Neutral or third Perfon or Perf 

« chofen by mutual confent of both Parties; That 
‘their High Mightineffes muft once more repeat, 
¢ that in re-eftablifhing Peace and Concord in the 
¢ ‘aforefaid Province they can have no other Aim than 
« the Wellfare of the State in general, and of that 
Province in particular ; That they intend, in pro- 
« moring and effecting it,to employ their Good Offices 
* with the plaineft impartiality ; That tis atall times 
* neceffary to put an end to civil Diffentions, efpeci- 
ally fuch whofe continuance would draw after it 
* the Ruine of the Country ; That of all the ways of 
‘ putting an end to Divifions, none is better, none 
‘more agreeable to the Confticutions of thefé Pro- 
* vinces, than an amicable Treaty and Accommoda- 
“ tion, by which Love, Mutual Truft, and Concord 
‘may be ferled between the Parties at Variance ; 
That there cannot’ be a more natural nor a fhorver 
* way to fuch an Accommodation between the con- 
‘ tending Parties, than the Mediation of thofe, who 
‘ by Affection, Intereft, and Duty, are thoroughly 
* difpos’d to promote the cominon Wellfare of a Pro- 
* vince; in which Difpofition with refpect to the Pro- 
vince of Gelder, their High Mighbtineffes do now 
‘ find chemielves; and as their High Mightineffes 
* heartily tfuft, that both Parties, as well the one as 
‘ the other, have no other Aim chan the Wellfare of 
‘ their Province, That therefore their High Mighti- 


‘ neffes ‘affuredly expect that both the one and the* 


© other, will encer into fuch ways as will lead to 


“ Peace and Union, without which there can be no- 


‘ Wellfare, and confequently that they will not re- 
* fufe the well-meaning interpofition and good Offi- 
* ces of their High Mightineffes, bur immediately 
* on both fides fend Deputies hither ; Their High 
* Mightineffes having certain hope, that when thofe 
* Deputies hall come with Inclinations to an Agree- 
* ment, and bring with thein on either fide a peace- 
© is eafy tractable Temper, the Aim propos’d may be 
in’d.
